protected countries. It la during 
these periods of dapreaaran that tba 
combine ia usually formed, which, if 
auccesfful, saves the manufacturer 
for o^inh by further dlatrelaing their 
•uttering follow countrymen. In again 
exalting /prices, the object of all 
combines; 5h» longer the mannfac- 
lurora bdirter themsalvfs up by such 
scheroeF, the higher must go the price, 
tho Mualler will be the demand, the 
greater the number of the unemployed, 
tho wider and keener the distress 
ilfroughout the community and conse¬ 
quently the more disastrous the inevi¬ 
table crash. 

We, in Canada, are not very deeply 
in the lulre yet: now that we have the 
opportunity, let us give our vigorous 
young country a chance and abolish 
this l.orriblo aggression which the 
cm rales of liberty have caused to be 
called protection, which In a thousand 
ways must undermine the moral fibre 
of our pf®!'***? inevitably bring 

ruin to many of those for whose 
.supposed h.ntfit it is proposed to 
peipjiuaio if, viz: thi manufacturers. 

If this iiicentivtr is not strong 
enough, let us aholislt it for the 
poverty anl suffering it necessarily 
emails on the wage-earners and 
farmers, and tho crime it must induce 
amongst those who constitute-the 
fringe of the sklits of our civilization, 
who have not Inaptly been called “the 
submerged tenili," and wliose numbers 
by the way are increasing at a greater 
ratio than .population in all protection¬ 
ists countries, and decreasing in free 
irade countries. 

It should always bo remembered 
that to many of these | oor peoplo of 
ilie “submerged lenih" a siiglit rise In 
■fho cost of living means famine, crime 
or deatli. 

It is only whe;i wo sec men of wealth 
with cunningly laid schemes to exalt^ 
prices urging llieir case before the 
tariff commission —schdmes, that if 
successful, must inevitably take the 
last cent from many of the poor people 
of the “submerged tenth," thus driving 
them to famine, crime or death, that 
tho depth of degradation to which pro¬ 
tection leads those who imagine 
themselves financially bentlitted by 
its continuance, may be fathomed.

Tbo inevitable effect of these duties 
on fjoii stuff's if ever they become 
oprei alive would therefore be to deepen 
tho dibtress nmong»t tiie farmers and 
wage ranu'rs wd.ose losses and enforced 
idleness and consequent poverty compel 
rliotniobear tim full force of such a 
calamity as a fiiiliuo of crops, whilst 
iltoy, (rho tlntlc>) woti'd at the expense 
of tliesu suflering millions enrich that 
poMion of tho coinnumity whOM 
wenltli and good cropi*, EVEN IN T_JIE 
All- KNCK or THESE DU TIES, WO^ld 
enable tiiem to ptoiict themselves

ft !■ important that the seed be 
sown early. Securing the seed and 
manuring of the land should be done 
in good season, so’that at the first 
favora'ble opportunity in the spring' the 
seed can be sown. Have the loii aa 
fine as posslt4l when the is sown 
in order to secure a good germination 
of the seed and a vigorous start of the 
plants to grow. Be sure that the seed 
If of good quality. If the seeding is 
to be done l^y hand. wA>rk out the rows 
0 i)out eight inches apart and make the 
drills al>out one inch deep. Sow the 
f'eeds as early as possible, two orXhree 
seeds to the inch. It is quite an item 
to get the seed distributed evenly In 
the drills. 

The advantage in using the drill is 
that the sce<l can be sown and covered 
more evenly with less work. 

Some growers, in order to get the 
plants started earlier and to some ex¬ 
tent at Jeast lessen the work of keeping 
the crop cleafi at the start, sow the 
seqd thickly in a bed or frarhe. and, af¬ 
ter' they are well up, transplant them 
Into rows where they are to grow. 

Ah when the seed is sow'n It Is im¬ 
portant to have the eoll in a good tilth. 
Work out the .rows and then lay^the 
rows not over two Inches apart. It 
is better to use plenty of plants and 
thin out than to have vacant places 
In the row's 

If the land is not so rich as it should 
be it will be a good plan to scatter a 
good dressing of wood aslH's or com¬ 
mercial fertilizer over the surface. The 
onion feeds very near the surface, and 
the necessary cultivation w’lll work the 
fertilizer sufficiently Into the soil. 

A fine, sharp-toothed steel rake Is 
one of the best implements with w’hlch 
to begin the cultivation. Pr^;>erly used 
it will thoroughly fine the surface and 
destroy the weeds. It is Important 
to begin the cultivaion as soon as pos¬ 
sible, for In this W’ay the w'ceds will 
be easier kept down. It will be an 
exceptional case, however, when hand- 
w'geding will not be necessary. But 
a careful use of the rake and cultiva¬ 
tor in good season will greatly lesson 
the w'ork of hand-weeding. With this, 
ns with many other crops. It Is best to 
commence in a small ' w’ay, and In¬ 
crease the acreage after experience 
has been acquired.—St. Louis Repub¬ 
lic.

A. Brashear, the famot^ Inetniroent 
maker of Allegheny, Pa)\ It has been 
made specially for I>r. Uans Hau«- 
waldt, a wealthy acienti»t\ of Magde¬ 
burg:, Germany, where it vHll be used 
in phy.»leal research, and It \m expected 
that many imjiortant discoveries will 
I be made with Its t^ld. The\two most 
I-owf rful spectroscopes now ih use are 
at the Royal University of Dublin, ar^.

‘ These Instruments were also i^d« by 
Prof. Drashear. 

The powerful oonoave grating InlKTU-/ 
ment Js 21 feet long, and will require 
a room about 28 feet -square In whw 
to operate It. It Is to be u«ed folf 
I>hyslcal investigations of a very high 
flmracter anrl the design and conr 
Hi ruction were settled ujxm by Prof, 
Brashear and Dr. IL Kayser of the 
University of Bonn. 

It Is also very probable th^ Dr. 
Iluuswaldt will have other <pow’erful 
Instruineni.s of research made by Prof. 
Brasbear, as correspond^ce is now 
King on in regard x) great physical 
and astronomical iafstruments that are 
to he i)Iuccd in th^new laboratory now’ 
being t(iuippe<yf.y him In Magdeburg. 

Hauswal^ has gained considerable 
lOAie In Germany by Ida experiments, 
and he is faring nothing in the equip¬ 
ment of hi.s laboratory, which, when

The grating to be ustd on the power¬ 
ful .<peclrosc > 1,0 has a six-inch aper¬ 
ture, and ^s ruled with 110,000 lines. 
So accurali ly are these lines ruled that 
tlu re is no difference any greater than 
three millionths of an Im-h between 
any of them. This Instrument l.s so 
powerful that where an ordinary spec- 
Ijoscopo would show from 100 to 200 
lln s belonging to the spectrum ot 
Iron. It will reveal more than 2000. It 
used to be ccnsldeiv'd that a 8i>ectro- 
M’ope that could show the sodium lines 
double wa.s one of gn-at i^wer. The 
gi<al Instrument to he sent to Ger¬ 
many not only shows each of these 
llius double, hut with the sun low In 
the meridian, as many as 15 linrs may 
be seen bv tween the »odium lln^s. 

The new sr>ectroscope has its great- 
c.«t power, however.

When the poet was remeonbered and 
reUased, the generous duko, unmindful 
of anything save the tedious Imprison¬ 
ment his lampooner had suffered, sent 
for him and granted him a pension of 
four hundred dollars a year, to soothe 
his wounded feelings.

J, Kenilsh of ^iraun-n 
avenue, Toronto, the noted Canadian 
writer tor Farm ^nd Fireside, had a 
most unusual experience while on his 
Indian road place last year. His barrel 
of Maule thoroughbred potato seed was 
frostedftn coming to Canada, so hiuch 
so that when It arrived the thaw m.ide 
the floor run "wfith water. He thought 
they w’ere goners, but conchulcd to 
plant them. He did so, and the result 
was so astonishing that all the mar¬ 
ket gardeners In that neighborhood 
wasted some time In coming to hoc 
them. He is enthusiastic in prais»> of 
this new potato, ant^ays he never saw 
In all his Ibng experience anything 
to equal it. 

The Co-operative Parmer r'-ixats 
that Mr, King of Sussex County. New 
Brunswick, planted one pound of early 
thoroughfbred potatoes, cutting thorn 
up small and planting each piece three 
feet apart. He dug 569 pounds as the 
crop from this one pound. 

Mr. Sword, of Beatrice. Muskoka, 
who takes so many potato prizes at 
tho Toronto Industrial every year, far¬ 
ed equally as well. Ho planted lost 
year one tuberjof early thoroughbred 
and dug In the^fall as Its product one 
full barrel.

date In all particulars would prdbably 
coat not much short of 1400,000 to 
|500,0Ce, and^ is not an easy matter 
to in-tereai xmn who have money In 
such enterprises and to such a^^ 
amount when it Is largely in the na¬ 
ture ol an experiment. It isliot to be 
expected that In such an emergency 
they will do less than to demand some 
bonus to insure them against possible 
losses. Prom this point dB view and 
the chances they must take in such an 
Investment, this is not unreasonable. 
The benefits growing out of the es- 
tal>ll 8 lffnent of two or three beet sugar 
factories In our state would only be 
general and incidental, so far as the 
great masses of farmers are concerned. 
Those who were near enough to grow 
and furnish the raw product to the fac¬ 
tory at a fair compensation would* be 
benefited directly. It certainly would 
be a good tl*!ng for them. But is It not 
an open, at leact a debatable question, 
whether the direct Infiuence upon the 
business of farming In th estate, away 
from the nelghlwrhood of the fac¬ 
tories, would be per(jeptlble? It Is 
claimed that a plant cannot be run pro¬ 
fitably with less than the product of 
8000 acres, and that contracts must be 
signed by the farmers to furnish that 
amount annually for five years at a 
certain price per ton. Suppose that 
20,000 or 25,000 acres of our Improved 
lands now devoted to the production of 
the cereal crops were taken to grow 
beets used In four or five factories; It 
would not be likely to havd any ma¬ 
terial effect on prices. We devote an¬ 
nually In this state some 3.000,000 acres 
to producing wheat, corn and oats, 
nearly 2 . 000,000 acres to hay and 20 .- 
000 acres to potatoes and some 300,000 
acres to other crops. We certainly will 
have to draw on our Imagination If 
we can find any reason for believing 
that the devoting of 20.000 acres of our 
more than 8.000.000 acres of Improved 
land to the production of a new crop 
Is going to rev'olutlonlze our business 
and bring back the prosperity of form¬ 
er veal's to our almost discouraged 
farmers. , . ^

M. Wilson, pleaded not guilty to the charge 
and after the evidence was submittdtl tho 
action against him was dismissed. J. J. 
Perry, vChilo acknowledging that he was 
in the habit of riding his bicyclo on the 
sidewalk was positive he had not done so 
on tho lilb inst. It was established, how¬ 
ever, that Mr. Perry had pushed his wheel 
on the sidewalk aud as the by-law stales 
that onyoiie riding, pushing or propelling a 
bicycle on the sidewalk is guilty of an 
infraction of the law the case against him 
was allowed to stand. Mayor Ward plead¬ 
ed guilty to tho heinous offence of riding 
his bicyclo from Bmith's corner to bis 
residence on East street, a distance of 
fifty feet at the least calculation. Wm. 
Waller pleaded guilty to the charge prefer* 
red against him and the magistrate 
reserved decision on all three oases until 
next Monday.

In this connection the intelligence that 
Gladstone had taken to riding the wheel is 
denied.

While on the subject of wheels what do 
you think of the trundling of hurHeleSs 
carriage* on the.sidewalk. Stopping the loo 
prevalent praotioe of riding bicycles on the 
eidewalk is all proper and right but when 
a fund mother can’t take her darling out on 
the sidewalk in a baby carriage without 
infringing the law ite getting past a joke. 

The by-law prohibiting the riding of 
bioyoles on the sidewalk was passed in 1893. 
It is a safe bet that the only persons guilt- 
loss of breaking it are those who never en¬ 
gaged in the pastime of riding a wheel. 

There are wheels within a wheol. The 
Mayor was up before the P. M. on Monday, 
charged with breaking one of the town's 
by laws. Perbani the fact that the Mayor 
requested that be be summoned, it any 
others were, bad something to do with his 
appearing in court. 

The practice of committing old and 
indigent people to gaol, in order that the 
municipilities in which they reside can 
shirk the responsibility of maintaining 
them, goes merrily on. This chriitian-* 
like custom is rapidly converting the gaols, 
in counties where no poor bouse has been 
established, into leouna-olasB hospitals and 
in may instances the wards are so lumbered 
up with poor and heart sick old men and 
women that proper provisione for the safe- 
keepiugg of criminals ii rendered difficult 
and escapes are becoming of more frequent 
occurranoe in coniequenoe. 

Gaolers all over the province. Governor 
V'anluven among the number, are com¬ 
plaining against the practice, and we believe 
the matter will ba brought before Parlia¬ 
ment-at an early date. Tbe manner in 
which these poor people are committed is a 
crime against decency and onr boasted 
nineteenth century civilization. A poor 
old man, ( or woman, as the oase may be ) 
finds himself, often through no great fault 
of his own, unable to work and with no 
visible means of support. He applies to 
the municipality for aid. An ofiioer of the 
municipality goes before a magistrate and 
swears out an indictment against him for 
vagrancy and tbe poor old viotim of a rioh 
mnnicipality’s munifioence is oomnaitted 
to gaol for six months. At tbe oonoLuston 
of bis sentence ho is brought forth and re¬ 
committed, and so tbe farce goes on until 
death ends bis probation. After a coroner’s 
inquest has pronouoced the dissolution a 
final and genuine one tbe remains of one, 
who has seen better days, is placed in a 
cheap oofiin and consigned to mother earth, 

A commitment before tbe magistrate 
costs anywhere from 91 to ^1.50. Tbe 
munioipalities in tbe county have to pay 
their share of tbe maintainenoe of tbe 
inmates of tbe gaol. As munioipalities are 
all alike the only ones gaming any 
advantage by committing their poor to 
gaol are those who have a pletnora of 
indigents. One of the objections raised 
against tbe erection of a poor bouse in 
Lennox dc Addington was that a few of tbe 
larger munioipalities, Napanee in parti¬ 
cular, would reap tbe advantage, as they 
bad tbe greatest number of indigeot 
people. Admitting that, does not the same 
objection bold good under tbe present 
inhuman system. 

The Ontario Oovemment grants a oertain 
sum towards the erection of a poor house 
in each county and supplements it with an 
annual grant towards its maintenance. 
Counties like Lennox & Addington which 
do not avail tbemselvss of the government’s 
liberality are not only maiotainma their 
own poor tut are contributing to the sup¬ 
port of those in ooanties where poor 
houses are establiebed. 

Tbe different manicipallties in Lennox & 
Addington expend abooi |8,000 per vear in 
the support of their poor, and tbli doee 
nut inolnde ^ ooet of tboee kept in gaol. 
In many oo^tiee where poor boqsee are 
establiebed they have become almoet seif- 
soitainnig. The aventge coet per head of 
the inmates of tbeof inetltotione ii placed 
at 00 cente per week inelading all oxpeoiet. 
Don’t you tnink it would be an economical 
move to ettablieh a poor houee In Lennox 7
